Under  the  heading  of  Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases  one 
death  from  Diphtheria  and  one  from  Pneumonia  were  registered 
from  the  resident  population  of  the  Borough. 

The  Act  of  1899  made  the  notification  of  infectious  diseases 
compulsory  in  the  district  of  every  Local  Authority  and  Port 
Sanitary  Authority  throughout  England  and  Wales. 

The  diseases  scheduled  under  this  Act  include  : Small-pox, 
Cholera,  Diphtheria  and  Membraneous  Croup,  Erysipelas, 
Scarlet,  Typhus,  Enteric,  Continued,  Relapsing  and  Puerperal 
Fevers. 
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Since  that  Act  the  following’  further  diseases  have  been  made 
compulsorily  notifiable:  Plague  (1900),  Tuberculosis,  all 
forms  (1913),  C-erebro  Spinal  Fever  and  Acute  Poliomyelitis 
(1912),  Ophthalmic  Neonatorum  (1914),  Malaria  and  Dysen- 
tery, Acute  Primary  Pneumonia  and  Acute  Influenzal 
Pneumonia  ( 1 927 ) .

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INFECTIOUS  HOSPITAL. 

The  present  staff  consists  of  a Matron,  2 Staff  Nurses,  1 
Assistant  Nurse  and  four  Probationer  Nurses,  an  Engineer 
whose  duties  include  attention  to  the  Boilers,  disinfecting 
plant  and  assisting  in  the  garden,  and  a Gardener. 

During  the  year  90  cases  were  admitted:  22  Diphtheria, 
45  Scarlet  Fever  ; Erysipelas  4 ; Pneumonia  1 ; persons  suffering 
with  Positive  Throats  7 ; 1 Pperperal  Fever,  and  10  detained 
under  observation.  Two  deaths  occurred,  one  from  Diphtheria 
(a  child  aged  4)  and  one  Pneumonia  (a  child  of  3),  following 
Measles.  Both  these  cases  were  admitted  in  a very  serious 
condition  and  oxygen  had  to  be  administered  immediately. 
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CANCER. 


Sixty-four  deaths  were  registered  from  Cancer,  as 
compared  with  forty-nine  for  the  previous  year.  The  Death 
Rate  from  Cancer  for  the  year  1935  is  therefore  1.67. 

The  organs  principally  affected  were  the  Intestine,  Breast 
and  Stomach. 

Again,  females  outnumber  the  males,  and  39  of  the  total 
deaths  had  attained  the  age  of  65.

TUBERCULOSIS. 


The  number  of  Primary  notifications  of  persons  suffering 
from  Tuberculosis  was  26;  Pulmonary  22,  and  Non-Pulmonary 
(other  forms)  4.  Eight  Pulmonary  and  three  Non-Pulmonary 
were  removed  to  hospitals  or  sanatoria. 

This  number  again  shows  a reduction  on  the  number  of 
cases  notified  during  the  previous  years,  1933  and  1934,  which 
were  40  and  35  respectively. 

Fifteen  notifications  of  transfer  were  received  of  persons 
suffering  from  this-  disease  having  come  to  reside  within  the 
Borough.  Seven  persons  were  transferred  to  other  Authorities 
upon  leaving  the  Town.

BACTERIOLOGICAL. 

A very  valuable  service  is  rendered  by  the  Kent  County 
Council  by  placing  at  the  disposal  of  the  General  Practitioners 
and  the  Public  Health  Services  the  facilities  for  the  examina- 
tion of  material  sent  to  the  Laboratories  for  determining  the 
presence  of  disease.

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VACCINATION. 


I am  indebted  to  Miss  Iv.  E.  M.  Hammond,  the  Vaccination 
Officer,  for  the  following  particulars  concerning  the  vaccination 
of  infants  in  the  Borough  under  the  Vaccination  Act,  1867- 
1896.  The  total  number  of  successful  vaccinations  was  334; 
the  number  of  declarations  of  objection  214,  and  the  number 
of  certificates  of  postponement  16. 


It  is  to  be  regretted  that  there  is  still  a marked  objection 
to  this  simple  but  very  effective  operation  against  small  pox  and 
it  is  also  regrettable  that  these  people  are  able  to  obtain  the 
signature  of  public  personages  so  easily  to  substantiate  these 
declarations  of  objection.  It  is  necessary  to  have  the  declara- 
lion  signed  by  a person  holding  a public  position  and  I think 
that  if  they  would  explain  the  vital  necessity  for  vaccination 
before  signing  the  declaration  and  endeavour  to  persuade  the 
applicant  to  submit  to  vaccination,  a great  public  benefit  would 
be  served. 


The  freedom  of  the  Borough  from  small-pox  during  the 
past  few  years,  especially  considering  that  it  is  an  important 
shipping  centre  and  a large  number  of  the  inhabitants  are 
employed  on  ships,  is,  undoubtedly,  due  to  the  system  of  com- 
pulsory vaccination  now  insisted  upon  by  the  majority  of 
shipping  companies  before  signing  on  the  crews. 

Every  year  a considerable  number  of  contacts  with 
smallpox,  mostly  associated  with  cases  on  ships  from  the  East, 
are  notified  to  me  for  supervision  until  the  expiry  of  the 
incubation  period. 

I would  emphasise  once  again  the  great  risk  the  residents 
of  this  Borough  run  in  the  association  of  persons  connected 
with  ships  trading  between  foreign  ports.  This  should  be  an 
incentive  to  all  parents  to  have  their  children  protected  against 
this  terrible  disease  and  not  postpone  vaccination  until  small- 
pox is  in  our  midst. 


NURSING  HOMES  REGISTRATION  ACT,  1927. 

One  application  was  received  for  registration  of  a Mater- 
nity Nursing  Home  during  the  year. 

There  are  three  Registered  homes  in  the  Borough  and  two 
Institutions  which  are  exempt  from  the  requirements  of'  the 
Act  as  regards  registration. 

Periodical  visits  are  made  to  these  registered  homes  and 
on  inspection  were  found  to  be  conducted  in  a satisfactory 
manner. 
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CHILD  WELFARE. 

The  number  of  births  notified  during  the  year  was  TOO, 
including  17  Still  Births.  The  notifications  indicated  that  402 
confinements  were  attended  by  Doctors  and  298  were  attended 
by  Midwives  only. 

There  were  1G  births  of  infants  that  were  not  notified. 
The  number  of  births  of  residents  from  other  areas  that  were 
transferred  “ out  ” was  8G,  and  the  births  transferred  “ in  ” 
numbered  17.

Chalk  areas,  to  seek  larger 
premises.  The  Council  were  able  to  obtain  the  use  of  the 
Gordon  Mission  on  Wednesday  afternoons  for  this  purpose, 
which  is  not  only  more  centrally  situated,  but  temporarily 
affords  the  necessary  accommodation  required  until  such  time 
as  a special  Welfare  Centre  is  built  to  serve  this  area. 

The  Centres  are  open  for  the  attendance  of  ante-natal  and 
nursing*  mothers  and  their  infants  up  to  5 years  of  age  on  the 
following*  afternoons,  2.30  to  4 p.m.  : Windmill  Street  Centre, 
Mondays  and  Thursdays,  and  also  on  Fridays  for  the  sale  of 
foods,  etc.,  only;  Jellicoe  Avenue  Centre  on  Tuesdays,  and 
Denton  Centre  (held  at  the  Gordon  Mission)  on  Wednesdays 
at  the  same  times. 


The  continued  increase  in  the  number  of  attendances  at 
the  Welfare  Centres  is  testimony  of  the  growing*  interest  of  the 
Mothers  in  the  Welfare  Scheme.

the  terms  of  the  agreement  between  the  Hospital  and  the 
Council,  which  has  been  sanctioned  by  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
for  which  the  Gravesend  Council  hold  themselves  responsible 
for  payment. 


Free  Milk  Distribution: 

Two  hundred  and  ninety-seven  individual  mothers  or 
infants  were  approved  after  investigation,  and  granted  free 
milk  under  the  provision  of  the  M.  and  C.W.  Order,  1918,  in 
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respect  of  Ante-natal,  nursing  mothers  and  infants.  The 
quantity  of  milk  food  so  distributed,  free,  amounted  to 
6,739  lbs.  of  dried  milk  and  2,562  pints  of  fresh  milk,  the  total 
equivalent  of  37,951  pints  of  fresh  milk. 

In  addition,  medical  foods  and  other  preparations  were 
distributed  free  to  necessitous  cases,  particulars  of  which  are 
as  follows : Malt  and  Oil  to  228  cases ; Marmite  to  15  cases ; 
Honicose  Malt,  70  ; Virol,  24;  Bristol  Humanised  Cream,  15. 

Maternity  Fees  were  granted  to  Midwives  in  10  instances 
where  the  men  were  not  qualified  to  obtain  the  National  Health 
Insurance  through  unemployment.  This  is  provided  for  under 
the  Child  Welfare  scheme  to  indemnify  the  Midwife  if  her  fee, 
owing  to  poverty  or  some  such  reason,  is  not  forthcoming. 

It  must  be  again  recorded  our  great  indebtedness  to  the 
Members  of  the  Ladies  Voluntary  Committee  who  have  charge 
of  the  Sales  Departments  at  the  Welfare  Centres.  They 
administer  the  distribution  of  dried  milks  and  various  other 
medical  preparations  at  the  net  cost  price  which  amounted, 
during  the  year,  to  : —

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THE  WATER  SUPPLY. 

Gravesend  is  particularly  fortunate  in  having  a very 
excellent  and  adequate  public  water  supply.  The  water  is 
periodically  analysed  and  with  unvarying  result  is  found  to  be 
of  a very  high  standard  of  purity. 

The  supply  is  obtained  from  the  Gravesend  well  on  Wind- 
mill Hill  and  from  the  Pumping  Station  situated  at  Nurstead. 
Hereunder  is  given  a report  of  the  Analyst  of  the  water 
obtained  from  these  two  sources. 

Report  on  two  samples  of  water  received  from  Gravesend 
on  March  30th,  1935,  and  April  1st,  1935. 

Both  samples  were  contained  in  bottles  supplied  from  the 
Analytical  Chemist.  No.  I.  was  from  the  Nurstead  Well, 
No.  II.  from  the  Gravesend  Well.

SWIMMING  BATH. 

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  J.  F.  Williams,  the  Superintendent, 
for  the  following  particulars  concerning  the  working  and 
general  management  of  the  Swimming  Bath. 

The  water  is  obtained  from  the  Electricity  Works  and  the 
flow  is  such  that  it  enables  the  bath  to  be  emptied  and  filled  in 
six  hours.  The  pool  was  emptied  and  cleansed  three  times  a 
week  during  June  and  July  and  once  every  24  hours  during 
August  and  September. 

Samples  of  the  water  were  taken  for  analysis  at  frequent 
intervals  and  the  results  on  the  whole  were  found  satisfactory. 

A Patterson  chlorination  plant  has  now  been  installed 
which  ensures  the  water  being’  maintained  at  the  Ministry  of 
Health  Standard.  During  the  time  the  plant  is  in  operation  a 
continuous  flow  is  passing  through  the  bath.

Of  the  Elementarv  School  Children  253  (136  bovs  and 
117  girls)  learned  to  swim. 
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Plans  have  been  approved  by  the  Corporation  and  sub- 
mitted to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  a proposed  Swimming  Pool 
on  the  Ordnance  Road  site.  The  main  pool  is  to  be  150  feet  by 
75  feet  wide  with  a depth  at  the  shallow  end  of  3 feet,  and  the 
main  diving  bay  will  be  10  feet  deep. 

The  Children’s  Paddling  Pool  is  to  be  approximately 
50  feet  square.  The  accommodation  for  bathers  will  be  142 
changing  boxes  and  800  lockers,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the 
pool  will  provide  for  about  1,000  bathers,  with  ample  space  for 
spectators. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  are  4 Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  Borough,  and 
during  the  year  36,273  lodgers  have  been  accommodated, 
of  whom  33,589  were  males  and  2,684  females. 

35  females  were  between  the  ages  of  8 and  12  years,  and 
478  males  and  154  females  were  under  8 years  of  age. 

On  periodical  inspection  the  conditions  were  found  quite 
satisfactory. 

INQUESTS. 

The  Police  have  made  enquiries  into  27  sudden  deaths  and 
34  deaths  from  accidents  and  other  causes,  making  a total  of  61. 

His  Majesty’s  Coroner,  G.  E.  Penman,  Esq.,  has  presided 
over  34  Inquests  and  verdicts  have  been  returned  as  follows : —

CESSPOOL  SYSTEM, 

Owing  to  the  extension  of  the  Borough  Boundaries,  it 
was  necessary  to  resume  cesspool  emptying  in  the  added  areas, 
which  ar  only  partially  main  drained. 

The  work  is  carried  out  by  means  of  a Dennis  cesspool 
emptying  machine  with  a capacity  of  1,000  gallons  and  the 
sewage  is  disposed  of  at  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

1,326  tons  of  sewage  were  removed  from  243  cesspools. 


PAIL  SYSTEM, 

Seven  privy  pails  in  use  in  the  Borough  have  been  emptied 
and  cleansed  twice  weekly.  In  addition  to  these  there  are 
a number  of  pails  in  the  added  areas  portion  of  the  Borough, 
but  the  arrangements  that  already  existed  for  the  disposal  of 
the  contents  by  the  users  are  being  continued  and  ihe 
Department  has  not  been  called  upon  to  carry  out  the  work, 
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HOUSE  AND  TRADE  REFUSE  REMOVAL 

AND  DISPOSAL. 


Six  Shelvoke  and  I)ewry  freighters  and  Two  Eagle  Tliorny- 
croft  vehicles  are  employed  in  the  collection  of  house  and 
trade  refuse.  T1  lis  number  includes  a new  S.D.  freighter 
purchased  during  the  year  on  account  of  the  extension  of  the 
Borough  boundaries. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  means  of  controlled  tipping 
and  is  still  being  tipped  at  the  Gravesend  Co-operative  Society’s 
Sports  Ground  in  Old  Road  West. 

An  area  of  approximately  2£  acres  at  this  tip  has  now 
been  finally  levelled,  sown  with  grass  seed,  and  handed  over 
to  the  Society  as  completed.  Four  Tennis  Courts  have  been 
laid  out  on  this  portion  of  the  tip. 

During  the  year  5,615  loads  of  refuse,  weighing  approx- 
imately 10,202  tons  (including  364  loads  of  trade  refuse, 
weighing  663  tons),  were  collected  and  tipped.

SALVAGE  FROM  REFUSE. 

Waste  Paper: 

Waste  paper  and  cardboard  is  collected  in  sacks  provided 
by  the  Corporation  and  then  pressed  into  bales  ready  for 
collection  by  the  Thames  Board  Mills  Ltd.,  who  have 
contracted  to  purchase  the  material. 

The  total  weight  of  paper,  etc.,  collected  and  sold  during 
the  year  was  337  tons  12  cwts.  1 qr.  6 lbs.,  as  against 
297  tons  15  cwts.  1 qr.  23  lbs.  the  previous  year. 


Bottles  and  Jars: 

Bottles  and  jars,  salvaged  from  house  refuse,  are  sold  to 
a glass  bottle  manufacturers  agent,  who  collects  them  period- 
ically. 275  gross  were  sold  during  the  year  as  against  311  in

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PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES  AND  SCHOOLS. 

The  public  conveniences  and  sanitary  arrangements  of 
the  schools  under  the  control  of  the  Education  Committee  have 
been  cleansed  and  hushed  daily  by  the  Health  Department 
during  the  past  year. 

The  conveniences  attached  to  licensed  premises  have  been 
kept  under  supervision  and  77  inspections  were  made.  Two 
urinals  were  re-constructed  and  G were  cleansed  at  the  request 
of  the  Department. 


DISINFECTION  OF  PREMISES. 

255  rooms  were  disinfected  and  187  batches  of  bedding 
and  clothing  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  and 
disinfected  and  returned  or,  in  some  cases,  destroyed. 

60  library  books  found  on  infected  premises  were  with- 
drawn, the  libraries  being  compensated. 

In  addition,  352  rooms  were  fumigated  for  eradication  of 
vermin. 


DRAIN  TESTING. 

67  sets  of  drains  in  respect  of  32  premises  were  tested 
during  the  year,  of  these  52  were  found  to  be  sound  and  in 
order  and  15,  or  22.4  per  cent.,  were  found  to  be  defective. 

In  cases  where  drains  were  defective  they  were  repaired 
or  re-laid,  as  necessary. 


MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  bulk  of  the  milk  supply  is  produced  outside  the 
Borough,  but  there  are  4 cowkeepers  on  the  register  with 
approximately  304  cows,  and  55  inspections  were  made  at  the 
farms  concerned.  There  are,  in  addition,  69  milkshops  and 
dairies  on  the  register  and  155  inspections  were  made. 

Inspection  of  Cows: 

These  are  regularly  inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors 
and  in  four  instances  it  was  found  necessary  to  notify  the 
cowkeepers  of  the  necessity  of  greater  care  being  taken  in 
milking  methods  and  of  grooming  the  animals  prior  to  milk- 
ing. The  cowsheds  also  received  the  attentions  of  the 
Inspectors  and  every  effort  has  been  made  to  maintain  a high 
standard  of  cleanliness  in  the  sheds. 
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Sediment  Tests: 

Sediment  tests  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  degree 
of  cleanliness  were  carried  out  on  samples  of  milk  obtained 
from  roundsmen  and  at  the  farms,  and  on  the  whole,  a cleanly 
standard  was  found.  In  one  or  two  cases  the  attention  of  the 
dairyman  concerned  was  drawn  to  the  need  for  greater  care.

The  figures  for  “ Chlorine  ” and  Hardness  ” are  con- 
siderably higher  than  in  many  waters  from  the  Chalk,  such 
as  the  Gravesend  Public  Supply. 

The  Report  was  accompanied  by  the  following  letter: — 

“ With  reference  to  the  enclosed  report,  the  differences 
between  it  and  the  Gravesend  Public  Supply,  are  mainly  in 
Ihe  “ Salt  ” and  the  “ Hardness.”  With  reference  to  the 
“ Salt,”  this  begins  to  be  tasted  at  about  50  grains  per  gallon, 
and  as  long  as  this  figure  is  well  below  that  amount  it  cannot, 
in  itself,  be  objected  to. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  “ Hardness,”  particularly  the 
“ Permanent  ” hardness,  that  is,  the  hardness  not  removed  by 
boiling,  is  higher. 

It  seems  probable,  that  as  in  many  other  cases  near  the 
sea  or  the  Thames  estuary,  that  there  is  some  slight  infiltration 
of  sea  water  in  this  supply.  ” 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

There  are  five  private  slaughter  houses  in  the  Borough, 
and  the  visits  numbered  1,381.  It  was  found  necessary  in 
five  instances  to  call  the  attention  of  the  occupiers  to  the 
necessity  for  cleansing  the  premises,  and  the  work  was  carried 
out  in  each  case. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (MEAT)  REGULATIONS,  1924. 

The  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations, 
1924,  have  been  enforced.  Notice  of  slaughter  is  required  in 
all  cases  and  the  inspection  of  meat  carried  out  at  the  time  of 
slaughter.

SHOPS  ACTS,  1912—1934. 

Shops  have  been  kept  under  supervision  for  infringements 
of  the  Acts.  Four  infringements  in  respect  of  selling  goods 
contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the  Shops  Act,  1912,  on  the  early 
closing  day  were  reported  to  the  Committee.  Letters  of 
caution  were  sent  to  the  shopkeepers  concerned  in  each  case. 

A complete  list  of  all  the  shops  in  the  Borough  was  com- 
piled during  the  year  and  the  inspection  of  shops  for  the 
enforcement  of  the  provisions^  of  the  Shops  Act,  1934,  is  in 
progress. 

During  the  year  57  shops  were  inspected  under  the  Act, 
16  infringements  were  found,  13  of  which  were  remedied. 

RATS  ORDERS. 

Twenty-four  premises  were  reported  as  being  infested  with 
rats  during  the  year.  Inspections  were  made  in  each  case  and 
the  occupiers  advised  as  to  the  best  procedure. 

The  total  number  of  visits  made  was  83.  The  premise^ 
were  cleared  in  27  cases,  and  5 premises  were  still  under 
observation  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


PROSECUTIONS. 

There  was  one  prosecution  during  the  year.  This  was  in 
respect  of  a contravention  of  the  bye-laws  relating  to  over- 
crowding in  an  Improvement  Area.  After  two  adjournments, 
the  case  was  withdrawn  and  the  defendant  was  subsequently 
re-housed  by  the  Council.
